THE OONSTITUTION(DISTREBUTION OF REVENUES) ORDER, 1986 

In exercise of the powers conferred by article' 275 of the Constitution, the President, after having considered the 
recommendations of the Finance Commission, hereby makes the following Order, namely:— * 

1 . This Order may be called the Constitution (Distribution of Revenues) Order, 1986. 

2. The General Clauses Act, 1897 (10 of 1897), shall apply for the interpretation of this Order as it applies for the 
interpretation of a Central Act. 
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3. (1) In accordance with the provisions of clause (1) of article 275, there shall be charged on the Consclidat d Fund 
of India, in the financial year commencing on th; 1st day of April, 198^, as grants-in-aid of the revenues of— - 

(n) each of th; States specified in column (1) of th’ Table b.Iow, the sums specified against it in each of the columns (2) 
to (11) of th; said Tabl;, towards expenditure of capital nature, on programmes for upgradation of standards rdatirg 
to the administration of th; sectors and services mentioned in those columns:—
